MARVIN D, SCHWARTZ, AUTHORITY ON AMERICAN ANTIQUES, TO LECTURE AT MUSEUM IN MAY 

Art historian Marvin D. Schwartz, an authority on American decorative arts, 
will talk on Art in American Life in a series of three lectures at The Cleveland 
Museum of Art on May 26, 27, and 28, 1981. His illustrated talks, which are 
open to the public, are sponsored by the Museum’s Junior Council. 

On Tuesday, May 26, at 10:30 a.m., Mr. Schwartz will discuss American Silver: 
Work by American Silversmiths, 1750-1850 . This lecture looks forward to a special 
exhibition. Silver in American Life , opening at The Cleveland Museum of Art in 
June. On Wednesday, May 27, at 8:30 p.m., his topic will be The American Home: 
Aspirations to Elegance, 1750-1850 . His final lecture, on Thursday, May 28, at 
10:30 a.m., is entitled American Furniture from Craft Shop to Factory, 1750-1850 . 

Mr. Schwartz was curator of decorative arts at The Brooklyn Museum from 
1954 to 1968 and wrote a weekly antique column for The New York Times from 1966 
to 1972. A consultant and lecturer at The Metropolitan Museum of Art since 1968, 
he also contributes articles to Antique Monthly , Antiques World , ARTnews , Archi- 
tectural Digest , Good Housekeeping and other publications. His books include a 
series of Collectors Guides (American Glass, American Silver, American Ceramics, 
American Clocks), published by Doubleday; American Furniture: The Colonial Period , 
a Metropolitan Museum of Art publication; and The New York Times Book of Antiques . 
Mr. Schwartz has organized and written catalogs for exhibitions of American crafts 
and has advised on the restoration of a number of historic houses, including the 
White House in Washington, D.C. 
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Tickets for his lectures, which will be presented in the Museum’s Gartner 
Auditorium, can be purchased in advance from the Museum’s Membership Department 
(by check payable to the Junior Council, The Cleveland Museum of Art) or at the 
door of the auditorium before each lecture. Series tickets are $12, single 
lecture tickets $5. For students, the series price is $5 and single tickets $2. 
Proceeds of ticket sales benefit the Museum. 

Parking for the lecture series is free in the Museum’s two guarded lots. 
Additional paid parking for the morning lectures, with shuttle bus service to 
and from the Museum, will be available at the University Circle lot behind the 
Western Reserve Historical Society, off Hazel Drive.
